Riotous Demonstration in the 
Connellsville Coke Region.

ScoTTDALE, Pa., Mav 5.— A riot yes 
tffday at tho Puiutcr works of the Mc- 
ClureCi'ki' comiiany, t'.vo inilos frnm 
this placo, I'csiiltt'il in tue wounding of 
five men and two woinou on thestr.ki rs' 
side and serions injnriGB to Snpcnntt^tnd- 
ent White and E. B. Roddy, the book 
keeper of tho company. White luid 
R<;(ldy we ro lerriLly Leaf en by tlie mob 
and the hitter is in ii (Titical condition. 

The battle yoBterduy was between 
Btriking Poles, a suiuU uumbur ot: depu- 
ties und a comparative few of the men 
at work at the Painter plant. 

The I'aiuter plant was closed down by 
the strikers on the 24th iust. and was 
idle until Wednesday of this week, 
when a start was made, and they have 
been doint^ a little work since that time. 
The suponutenctent, boss and store cl' rkn 
have been aucing as deputies, and were 
all armed with VVincheuter riiies. Tne 
men have not been interfering with 
those at work, but the women were do- 
termined to drive the worlccrs out. 

Early yesterday morning Joe Sco- 
neeky's wlte went about to the other 
bonsee and got I'w women of the striking 
Poles to join liti' in a proposed raid on 
the plant, .-.^bout o'clook she had > 
men, women and children in the ranks 
ready for a raid. The men remained in 
the roar and the women and children, 
led by Mrs. Scouesky, made a rush lor 
the coke yard. This region has seen 
manysavajie affairs, in which women 
nnsexed thwrnselvee by deeds ot cruel 
Tiolenoe, but the olu-timers say that 
never before has there been seen such a 
spectacle M this. Every person in the 
Msanltbig party had some sort uf 
striking weapon; even the children, 
screammg shrilly, as they flourished 
•ticks, suited to the r size. Many of 
the women bore axes, and some of the 
mob carried ball bats and butcheta. 

White and Roddy, ussisted by a dozen 
of deputies stood guard, and when thw 
mob came up with a man White fir**d 
pdat blank into their ranks. A Hun- 
garian woman fell with u bullet in h r 
ti^h. Maddened by tliis, the mob 
closed in on the deputies, who, driven 
iito do«e quarters and blinded by the 
shower of missiles, were unable to tue 
their Winchebters. After empityins their 
i^volvei-s they lied and the mob snr- 
nmnded White and Boddy. A burljr 
Hun attacktd the latter witn a hatohec, 
feUing him to the ground, and waa 
about to deal the ^th blow when 
James Tarr knocked the Hun down with 
a club. 

In the |face of the fearful odds these 
two men sprang to his rescue and fought 
their wav to his side. Then the frantic 
raiders fe)l upon TaiT and Rod<ly as 
White struggled to his feet blinded with 
blood. The turee men fought deeper atelv, 
but the odds wore too great, and finally 
all were down again, under tne feet Ot 
the mob. Roddy was beaten and out 
about tho head almost as badly as 
White. 

By this time the deputies rallied and 
three volleys vere tireu in quick suc- 
cession, forcing the mob to retreat over 
the hill m ntt. r rout. A number of 
strikers were carried from the battle- 
field Hiul it iH believed they were killed. 
Thrw) of I he !i were left near the works. 
Onv ol tilt . so WHS shot through the thlglL 
another tiiiough both legs and the tnua 
had a bad wound in the groin. 

White iu in the minora' hospital at 
Connellsville The latest reports are 
that tho chances of recovery do not 
etjual ih<- chances that he will die. 
Roddy was brought to his hoiue here. 
He is voimfiiig bloud and is very badly 
in'Uritl. Two of the Pol. .s shot in the 
melee tti"e pronounced by their physieian 
to be in a dangerous nimliiioa and are 
likely to die.

ON THE EVE OF A RIOT. 

Prompt Aettoa AUme Preveata a Blooajr 
Oeafllot. 

CoNNELLSViLLi, Pa., May 5.— The 

prompt action of coal companies in arm- 
ing a laige lores) of men at the works in 
the Vaiiderbilt region prevented a riot 
there yesterday. The mob that clus.u 
down the l;'ort Hill works Thursday re- 
mamed in camp all night preparing to 
attack tue I'aul Ciz ;sellio works, but 
when they learned that an army oi 
deputies was patrolling the works they 
oonoluded lo de;ay the attack and di^^- 
persed. The leaders say the suiker.i 
will assemble again as soon as the depu- 
ties are withdrawn. The strikers have 
adopted a co-le of signals by which they 
can be collected at anv point in that 
vicinity on short notice, but the operators 
say they will keep the deputies on guard 
a|, Vv^g as there is any danger of vio- 
Imoei 

nMinen at Fort Hill who were forced 
out returned to work in unodiately after 
the mob had dispersed, and are working 
under the protection of oo \\ inchest ors. 
The fonnidable display of Wiuchehttrs 
at Moyer also discouraged the mob of 
strikers there, and they dispersed at 
midnigbt. The leaders had promised to 
remain iu camp till the Moyer plant 
closed down, but they knew a conflict 
with the deputies, numberinit 80, would 
prove diiaatrotis and oonoluded to wait.

"It is only a step in 
that direction." said P. A. McBryde. 
'•Everything is satisi'actoiy to us so far, 
but the Fottrement is yet to b^; made.' 

Much depends upoa whudier the 
operators wul be fully represented in the 
Cleveland convention. The opjrators 
who engineered the meeting at Pitta- 
burg, believe they will secure the co- 
operation of the whole body of bit imin- 
ons mine operators. From now until 
the day of tne convention they will ex- 
ert all their power to bring tliem into 
line. The miasts ■ will not conler with 
them uulem tha operators can show that 
they are deletpstea to sp.ak for all tlui 
operators of the bituminous tieKls. 

President John McBrido is at work 
now preparing an o'Jicial call of his own 
to the miners, asking them to ebct dele- 
gates to the Cleveland conven: ion. This 
will be imned and mailed at onee. 

The operators here regard th^ P.tts- 
burg meeting as the sure harbiu;;er of 
an early wttiument of the strike. One 

Srominent operator said that the 1st of 
une would see all the minem at work, 
and he thought they vi-uuM go to work 
before that. The coal roads have prao- 
tically nothiuff to do now, and thev are 
urging a set^ome,it.

Bheritr bhowey oi-dered the wlUtia out, 
and they took charge of Frs* and re- 
moved him trom the town. 

Company U was then called and tha 
additiun.tl force of militiamen reached 
Mountain Iron ahead of the mob. Up 
to tiiat ti iie no trouble had occurred, 
but n .w the wise.s are down completely, 
iiiul It iiiipo.ssible to learn whetiier or 
not noting in iiro.;re;<s.

Coxey Arraigned in the Wash- 
ington Pollo« Court 

BROWNE AND JONES WITH HIM. 



A Plea of Unoonstltutloiialitr of the Capl- 
, till Act Overruled by JiMlloe Miller— A 

S;>oclal Trial la Alao Denied tbs Chief.

Washtxotos, May S.— Another op- 
portunity wa^ afTordi d th<' coiJimonweal 
leaders to exploit theins'. lves before the 
public yesteiMay in the jiolice eourt pro- 
ceedings iigaiust the lea lers, Jacob H. 
Coxey and his lieutenants. Carl Browne 
aud Christopher Columbus Jones. 

Marshal Carl Browne took advantage 
of the occasion to swagger about in his 
bnckakin apparel ana once put in a 
word of comment regarding the pro- 
ceedings. Judge Miller, who is a hard- 
headed magistrate, exhibits a tendency 
to treat the titled commonwealers like 
other defendanu and threatenei to have 
the marshal consigned to the dock. 

There waa an audience gathered 
which filled the courtroom and includ- 
ed most of thePopnlist leaders as well 
as other membera of congress. Senator 
Allen, while diaclnlming sympathy with 
what he called the vimmary ideaa of 
Coiey, made a itrong ^ea for the con- 
stitutional rights of citisensto peace* 
ably assemble and petition congress. 

Justice Miller, after arguments dosed, 
overruled the objections of counsel for 
defense to the information, tha judge 
holding tliatthe Cai>itol nonnds act 
waa constitntional. He also denied 
CaTcy a special trial. 

The dele ndants were represented by 
three attorneys. Representative Laie 
Pence of Colorado, ez-Assistant District 
Attorney A. A. Liapcomb of Washing- 
ton, and a young and inexperienced law- 
yer named Hyman. 

A recess was then taken to allow a 
jury to be impaneled. Then the trial of 
the three defendants, Cuzey, Browne 
and Jones proceeded. 

The proceedings were |)ervaded with 
g<x)<l nature and informality. Once 
ixepresentative Van Voorhis of New 
York interjected a speech, although he 
had no porticnlar connection with the 
case, and it was diiHcoilt to tell who 
were the actual participants. 

Major Moore, the caief of police, in 
his testimony, repeated the conversation 
with Coxey on April :i0, when tho gen- 
eral asserted his intention of carrying 
out the i>rograin of speaking from the 
("npitol steps. Mr. Liiwcomb endeavored 
to show by the maior that the Capitol 
gronnds had often hi^en used for pur- 
poses such as Mr. Coxey endeavoNd to 
carry out, bat waa overruled. 

AflUra of the Camp. 

Wabbinotok. May 5.— The frequent 
showen of rain that fell here yesterday 
dampened to a oonaiderabla extent the 
ai-dor and enthuiiasm of the army of 
the cotnmonweal. The men are not ad- 
equately protected against the weather 
and present a very forlorn and dejected 
appearance. The rations fnmiahedare 
simple and limited. The feeding ot 5U0 
and more men, besides a nnmber' of 
horses, renuires considerable activity on 
the part of those in charge of the com- 
missary department. Affairs at the 
camp are quiet and the men show no 
outward sign ot dissatisfaction. 

DOWNCAST A ND D ISHEARTENED. 

Kelly'i Army Still In MolneH With No 
l"roH|>t'ct of (ifttiii;{ Out. 

Des MuiNts, May 5.— Thi' etfect of the 
discouraging outlook for Kelly's indns- 
trials haa made itself manifest in the 
army and the men aia downcast aad 
disheartened. There ware no songs over 
canipiires, no shouting of "On to Wash- 
ington." and no cheers for offloen and 
visitors. The prime cause of the general 
depression waa tha oontinned scarcity of 
provisions. 

The p«.'ople who have been supplying 
the army with food are becoming dia- 
giiated. The men have made no at- 
tempt to keep the camp clean and it is 
now in a disgusting state, so much so 
that there is appreuension of the out- 
break of diseaae. 

At a conference last night the plan of 
bnilaing fint^ oats and floating down the 
Dea Molnea river to the Mississippi near 
Keokuk, v.as serioualy discussed bv 
Kelly and his advisers. The matter will 
be fiuDier considered and finally acted 

upou. 

RANDALL'S RAID.

The reaolutiona poased by Valparaiso 
citi/.eus demanding that Randall's army 
lie i>rohibiteu from this city were handed 
to Randall, and he agreed to pass around 
the city, aud the committee in return 
will furnish enough provisions to last 
him over Sunday. The state board of 
heulili i I as notified the county physician 
to vai eiiiatu every member of tne armv, 
iis It lia<l .just marched through a dis- 
trict infected with smallpox.

PUBLIC ROADS. 



A Soimari of the New Law on 

This Important Subject. 



The Fiscal Court Has Oenaral Charge 
•ad IvpMrvlatoii of SttOh Bosdi 
MdPMiwajn. 



An adjourned meetinjf of tht» Fiscal 
Ooiirt will be held Monday to hear the 
report of the comtalttee appointed to 
prepare rules and resolationa in regard 
to the public road syatem of the county 
and take steps to carry out the new law 
on this Bultjcct. 

The new law wag approved March lOtli. 
Sections 1 to 16, InelnslTe, relata to the 

opening, discontinuinj; or changing of 
roads, or erectiuK gates on such high- 
ways, specifying in detail the necessary 
proceeding and where th«y shall be 
prosecuted. 

Section 16 is one of the important sec- 
tions of the act. It says that the owners 
of the stock of any turnpike, plank, 
gravel, or other road may, at any time, 
surrender to the Fiscal Court of the 
county the right to use, occupy, repair 
and control the same as a pu))lic road, 
and thereupon said court may immedi- 
ately take charge of said road, which 
shall become a part of the publlo fOtd 
system of the county. 

Section 19 gives the Ooonty Judge, 
upon information from the Supervisor or 
overseer, to compel owners of land to 
construct ditches, or clean out ditches, 
branches ami creekf, or straighten, widen 
or open same where necessary to carry 
off water from any part of a public roail. 
If land owners refuse to do anything of 
this kind when ordered, the court may 
have it done at the expense of the owner. 

The fiscal Oourt of a county is given 
general charge and supervision of the 
pablio roads and bridges therein, and 
shall prescribe rules and regola^ns for 
repairing and keephig the same in order 
and for the proi)or manatroment of same. 

Tlie public roads shall be maintained 
either by taxation or by hands alloted to 
work tliereon, in the discretion of the 
Fiscal Court. 

The Fiscal Court is given full power to 
levy an ad valorem tax for road and 
bridge purposes of not exceeding 25 cents 
per year on each $100, and also a per 
capita tax not exceeding $1 on each male 
citizen of the county liable to work on 
lOftdSi between eigiiteen and lifty years 
of age. Bald tax to be collected as other 
county revenue is collected. 

The Fiscal Court may re(|uireall able- 
bodied male citizens over eighteen and 
under fifty years of age, except licensed 

ministers of the (Jospol and citizens of 
incorporated towns and cities, to proviile 
themselves with tools and implements 
and to work on the public roads of the 
county not exceeding two days in a week, 
and six days in each year. In ci\!ie.s of 
unusual emergency, said road hands may 
be rcijuired to work a greater number of 
days in a week or year. Any such citizen 
may furnish an able-bodied substitute to 
work in his place. A day's work for such 
hands shall be eight houis. The Fiscal 
Court, in its discretion, may pay the 
hands so ordered to work a reasonable 
compensation per day. The i)cn.'ilty for 
failure to work when so ordered is a 
fine of $2.50 a day, said fines to be used 
for road purposes. 

Tlie County Judge is given power to 
divide his county into road precints, tlx 
tlic iMiniidaricrj of same and allot the 
able-bodied male citizens within said 
boundary, within the 'ages specified, to 
work in their respective precincts. He 
shall appoint an overseer for each pre- 
cinct, who shall be a resident of the i)re- 
dnct and whose term of office shall be 
two years. Overseers shall be exempt 
from Ht rvice on juries and from poll-tax 
for road and bridge purposes. In coun- 
ties where roads are worked by hands 
overseers shall have charge of the roads 
and bridges in their precincts, and see 
that they are worked and kept in repair 
and free of obstructions. In counties 
where tlie roads are worked by taxation, 
overseers shall assist the Bupervisor, if 
there he one, in looking after the roads. 
In counties wliere the roads are worked 
by taxation, the Fiscal Oourt may, every 
two years, appoint a Supervisor of Boads 
in and for the county. 

Section 36 says that aU male perions cm- 
fined in a county jail or work-houM, under judg- 
menl of a court directing that Ihey may be 
worked at hard labor, shall be available to (he 
tiuperviaor or ovmeen, for the purpote of 
working them on the publie highway$. 

Any corporation, company or indi- 
vidual who may, bynnsnal use of a road, 
materially daoMge same, shall repair all 
such damages. 

Supervisors or overseers, when directed 
by the County Court, shall keep an index 
erected at the forks or crossings of roads, 
on which shall be inscribed in plain let- 
ters the name of and distance to the 
most noted place or places tQ which each 
road leads. 

Owners or oocopa&ts of ferries shall 



keep the roads leading to and from same 
in repair between high and low water 
marks. 

Section 46 makes it unl.twfiil for the 
County .Tu'l^e, any .lustii'e of tlic i'. aic, 
.Siieriti'or tax collector. County Attorney, 
.Supervisor. Assistant Supervisor or any 
overseer to become interested in any 
contract for working roada or building or 
repairing bridges. 

The penalty for wilfully obstructing, 
injuring or destroying public roads or 
bridges, index or finger boards, or any 
culvert or ditches, is fixed at from $.'> to 
$50. A like penalty is provided for wil- 
fully injuring any tools or implements, 
or taking posse s s i on or appropriating 
same. 

The Fiscal Court may provide for pro- 
curing, planting, protecting and caring for 
shade trees along public roads, and it is 
made unlawful to injure sucli trees. 

The court may also establish wells or 
cisterns on the pnbllo roads at such 
points as may be deemed neeesssry.

Lamp Wicks of Olay. 

ScicntiHc American: "A huup wick 
has been invented which is made entirely 
of clay, and cldmed to give 26 per cent 

more light than the cotton wick. It is 
made capillary by incorporating with the 
clay, w^ile in a plastic stato, filaments of 
unspun vegetable fiber, which are burned 
out in the process of baking. The object 
is to provide an indeetructible wick, 
which ?hall possess all the a<lvantageonfi 
(jualities of an ordinary cotton or fiber 
wick, and which shall, in addition, last 
an indefinite time without lenewal or 
necessity of trimming or care. WIten 
tlie clay is Imked tiie vegetable fiber is 
burned out, leaving capillary tubes run- 
ning longitudinally through the wiok, 
through which tlieni! from the lamp will 
be raised to the flame by capillary attrac- 
tion. Owing to the perfect combustion 
of the wick tlie flame is ])erfeetly white 
in character, devoid of odor and smoke- 
less. It is found, through a practical 
test, that oil is volatilized by the use of 
this wick and the vapor is consumed, 
thus giving the above results."
